For more generations than anybody known the ad- 


mired pigeons havo Muttered from point to point on Iho 
sacred architecture* of St. Mark's. 
They Imvo nuulo 


their homes In nooks and crannies of the basilica; tlioy 
have built comfortable nests at tho feet, of the famous 
bronze horses over tho portico. In fact, thoro Is hardly 
a place In the whole impressive pile that 
IIIXB escaped 


their keen llttlo eyos nnd boon turned Into account, pro- 
viding It promised to afford a hospice. 


Venice loves these pigeons with a devotion that 


would bo amusing to the outside world were It not 
honest. 


And especially does It warm tip to thorn at Hauler 


tltme, for It was then, according to tho ancient tradition, 
that they llrst came to St. Mark's. 


According to tho ancient story, II. was Palm Sunday 


that the great doge made a formal visit to the Piazza 
San Marco. 
With him came hla entire brilliant suite of 


officials, Including tho foreign ambassadors residing In 
Venice. 


The presence of this host of dignitaries, tho blare of 


the silver trumpets that, heralded tholr arrival and tho 


nmgnlllconcn of the, procession 
deeply 
Impressed 
Iho 


people, HO I h a l all who could he accommodated filled 
up the street and buildings. 


The doge WIIH no ddlghled by the welcome tlio popu- 


lace accorded that ho determined to show hln bounty in 
a manner that, should be remembered, so he had n largo 
number of pigeons, each one weighted by having a piece, 
of paper attached to Its legs, released from the gallery 
of HI, Murk's, over the portico where the bronze horses 
rear t h e i r gigantic, bodies, 


The crowd made a rush on tho pigeons, eager to get 


the choice meal they afforded, ami the unfortunate, birds, 
hampered by the weights on the legs, wore caught In 
large numbers and taken home to form tho feature ot 
many a sueculenl. ropatit, 


But not, all were caught. Some of them escaped and 


nought refuge high up in the dome of tho church, whora 
none could come near them. 


The fact Unit the birds found Ihelr hoaplco In the 


very dome of Um tomb (if St. Mark was nbt without Its 
effect on this highly superstitious populnoe and they 
at, once decided this to he a token from the good atilnt 
Unit his wheltoring mantle was spread over tho birds 
and (hut none of his true worahlperH would do them 
harm. 


Thus this early number of pigeons flntlorliig in fright 


to the top ot the temple became Iho forerunners of the 
multitude that (lies around the church to-day. Now they 
lire sacred from the profane hand of man and as nn 
extra tribute* It ,!H the habit at Eastertide, the annlvcr 
tiary of their recognition by the saint, to give them extra 
food nnd attention. 


It. Is for this reason thai everybody who Is In Venice 


on Easter Sunday provides nn extra supply of food for 
(he pigeons of St, Mark's. This does not moan that they 
lack In povemler the remainder of the year. It simply 
means that tho coming of tho holiday brings an extrn 
supply. 


And the birds enjoy it. Mono can any that they fall 


to enter Into tho spirit of the holiday. They gorge and 
Bluff until It Is a marvel that the air Is not filled with 
feathers from the exploding bodies of the birds, 


It Is not tlio llrst ceremonial of the dny, this feeding 


of the pigeons. 
Not until tho great, morning service In 


St. Mark's has been hold does the church permit the 
holiday fun to begin. 


In the morning everybody goes to St, Mark's; that is,

man Knapp as mediators. 


He said, however, that

would not countenance needless delay 
or sacrifice any of their rights. 


Mediation by the federal authorities 


at'washington under the Erdraan act 
has been asked by representatives or 
all the railroads operating westward 
out of Chicago, in the trouble that has 
arisen between 
their 
firemen 
and 


themselves. 
This mediation will be 


granted, and it is hoped in this way 
to avoid a strike, which 
would 
In- 


volve nearly 30,000 men and tie up all 
of the big western roads. 


Chairman Knapp of the interstate 


commerce commission and Dr. Charles 
P. NeUl. commissioner of 
labor, the 


federal mediators, start for Chicago 
Thursday to take up arbitration ne- 
gotiations with the officials of the fire- 
men's union. 
The committee which adopted the 


strike resolution comprised 3S mem- 
bers of the'brotherhood. 


The resolution followed a communi- 


cation from the railway managers ta 
the effect that they are willing to 
arbitrate the money question, which 
was one of the demands of the men, 
but absolutely refused to arbitrate twc 
working rules demanded by the union.

MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


The need of the medical inspection of the schools is becomin* more 


evident every year. 
Diseases are spread by pupils afflicted usually several 


days before Hiey are compelled to withdraw from school. 
Chances for con- 
^ion are gready increased in the school room. 
The trained eye o f the 


phvsician can readily detect the symptoms of disease in the "«*ivi?ual 
where tho teacher herself may be in total ignorance cf disease for along 
while 
Epidemics maV thus be avoided to say nothing of the ^convenience 


caused by innocent exposures. 
It will not be necessary here for me to go 


into detail as to other reasons for having medical inspectaon ot school^ 
It 


was hoped that medical inspection could be-instituted m *he ^andKapids 
schools this year, but in spite of the enthusiasm with _which the matter^ was 
taken up by the Federated Women's Clubs of the city, some of the local 
physicians, aud the Board of Education, not much more than arousal of 
favorable sentiment seems to ha*e been brought about. 
There appears to be 


no form of organization among the local phys.cians so that the matter 
mittbt be considered by them-as a bodv; yet they do easily_ aftive at a nm- 
tual understanding in other little matters as though organized locally and 
the matter oC medical inspection will possibly, in the immediate future 
receive their worthy attention in the same way. 
Probably a better way to 


anin medical inspection would be for the Board of Education to proceed to 
appoint a medical inspector aud thereby settle the matter at once.

INTRODUCTION OF CHEMISTRY. 


A course in Chemistry was added to the Curriculum of the hi«ih school. 


Such a course was found desirable'because of the assistance that a knowledge 
of chemistry is in domestic science. Primarily elementary cnemistey was 
introduced for the students in domestic science, but the comaes of study 
bare been so arranged that .'chemistry may be substituted for Physics or 
taken as an elective. 
The reception this course received from the students 


was greater than was anticipated, 25 enrolling in the course altho there is 
at present ample room for only, 20 in the Laboratory.

MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


Tho need of the medical inspection of tho schools is becoming more 


evident every year. 
Diseases nro spread hy pupils adlicted usually several 


days before they aro compelled to withdraw from school. 
Olumcos for cou- 


tiurion aro greatly increased in the school room. 
Tho Iniiuod eye of tho 


physician can readily detect the symptoms ol disease iu tho individual 
where tlui teacher herself may he in total ignorance of disease for a long 
while. 
Epidemics miilv thus bu avoided to say nothing of the inconveuiouco 


caused hy innocent exposures. 
It will not be necessary hero for mo to go 


into detail as to other reasons for having medical inspection of schools, 
It 


was hoped that medical inspection could ho instituted in tho Grand Rapids 
schools t h i s year, hut in spitu ol the enthusiasm with which tho matter w»f 
taken up by tho Federated Women's Clubs of tho oity, soino of the local 
physicians, and the Hoard of Education, not much more than arousal ot 
lavorablo sentiment seems to huve boon brought about. 
There appears to bo 


no form of organisation among the local physicians so that tho mattei 
might be considered by them-us a body; yet they do easily ai'rivo nt a mu- 
tual understanding in other little mutters as though organi'/ed locally, nut! 
the mutter ol medical inspection will possibly, iu the immodiato future, 
receive thoir worthy attention in the same way. 
Probably a better way to 


gain medical inspection would bu for tho Hoard of Education to proceed to 
appoint a medical inspector aud thereby settle tho mutter at ouce, 


IMPROVEMENTS.

furnishings, and now building expenses.

paid for the school site in the Eighth ward.

Lincoln school: — All the soatH and desks woro re 


painted, 24 desks for commercial room and apparatus for chemistry am! 
Physics purchased, cork matting aud stair treads for upper hallway pro 
vided, and a eomnlote change WHS made iu a portion of one of tho boys' 
toilet rooms its necessitated 


Wittor .school:—A cement walk was built from the front of the Wittor 


building in a curved line to Lincoln street, lawu surrounding building 
filled iu and graded, the floors iu rooms aud hallways oiled, and rubber 
matting provided for tho lower and third floor hallways. 
The Wittor 


building committee completed tho equipment of the machine room which 
now ranks among the best iu tho country iu quality of equipment. 


IIowo school:—All rooms nud hallways wero rokalsomined, a oouient 


door laid in a portion of tho basement, tho desks nud seats in four rooms 
repainted, and the board walk along Seventh street renewed. 


Irving KDhool:—All rooms and hallways woro rekalsomined. all tho 


seats aud desks ropiiiuted, the three grado rooms provided 
with slate 


blackboards, a hot water coil aud tank installed, and the linings and grates 
in the furnaces renewed thruout. 


Garrison schoool:— Now outbuildings were put np, board walks con 


structod to the school house, a Btorm shield built, and n number of minor 
improvements woro instituted. 


Emerson school:—All tho rooms and hallways wore rekalsomined. the 


seats and desks repainted, a hot water ooil and tank installed, and n cemenl 
walk constructed from the front of eohoolhonsa to the street. 


Lowell school:—All the rooms and hallways were rekalsomined, 
the 


sonts nud desks in four rooms repainted, n cement floor laid in tho basement, 
a coal bin constructed, aud a hot water coil aud tnnk were installed. 


INTRODUCTION OF CHEMISTRY. 


A course in Chemistry wns added to the Curriculum of the high school. 


Such a course was found desirable because of tho assistance that a knowledge 
of chemistry is in domestic science. 
Primarily elementary chemistry was 


introduced for tho students in domestic science, but the courses of study 
hate been so arranged that chemistry may be substituted for Physics or 
taken ns an elective. 
The reception this course received from the students 


was greater than wns anticipated, 25 enrolling in the course altho there is 
at present ample room for only 20 iu the Laboratory.

Tho enrollment iu tho Kindergartens shows a decrease of 44 in comparison 
with last year's enrollment. However, the enrollment for tho Kindergarten 
for li)01)-H)10 does not include tho 28 who woro promoted to tho First Grado 
at tho beginning of tho socoud Homester. 
Because of tho [Homl-annual pro- 


motion system, thoBO children are enrolled as belonging to tho Kintt Grado, 
Tho enrollment in general has probably boon decreased to a largo extent by 
tho opening of tho two now parochial schools in liho city within tho last 
year. 
The falling off in enrollment wan quite perceptible In tho fifth, sixth 


and seventh grades ou tho west side. 
Tho incraasod attendance is likoly an 


indication of tho fact tlnit tho number of families who como and go has 
been decroasod and that Grand Rapids has ontornd upon a period of healthy 
growth. 


Possibly for tho first timo wo hud with us ilvu post graduate HtudoiiU 


who enrolled because of tho added advantages offered in tho Grand Rapids 
high school. 
They returned to tnlte work iu chemistry, domestic scionco, 


and languages iu order that they might ontor to hotter advantage soloctod 
courses in higher institutions of learning or bettor prepare themselves in 
their chosen work. 


TEACHERS, 


Tho policy of tho Board of Education in the selection of toachors bus 


boon that of getting tho best teachers possible for tho salary paid. 
This is 


shown by tho fact that tho teachers from Grand Rapids ivro nought, after b}' 
other cities who pay them a largo advance in Hillary after 
leaving 
bore, 


This also shows that tho Board of Education is not paying salaries for good 
teachers beyond what is absolutely necessary to keep up tho standard of 
tho Grand Rapids schools. 
The b'ist is none too good for tho boys and 


girls of Grand Rapids, especially in thu grades, and they ought to have 
it.

the title of the office and nnder the proper party or other designations, each 
in its proper column, and the questions submitted to a vote are as stated 
below. 


Information to Voters 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance 


of voters 
The voter, upon entering the polling place and giving his name 


and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must have 
endorsed thereon, the names or initials of both the ballot clerks, and no 
other ballot can be usfd. 
Upon receiving this ballot, the voter must retire 


alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. 
The 


ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking the 
ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 
To vote for any candidate, the voter should make a cross in the square after 
the name of each candidate he desires to vote for. or at -any place within 
this space in which the name is printed. 
If he wishes to vote for a person 


for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot, he must write the name 
in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the 
office, 


and place a cross or mark as above stated 
The ballet should not-be marked 


in any other manner. 
If any ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the 


ballot clerk, who must if-sne another one iu its stead, but not more than 
three (3) in all to any one voter. 
Five (5) minutes time is allowed in the 


booth to mark the ballot. 
Unofficial ballot or memorandum to assist the 


voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth, and may be used 
to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how 


it is marked by the voter. 
After it is marked, it should be folded so that 


the inside cannot be seen, but so that the prnited endorsements and signa- 
tures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. 
Then the voter 


should pass out of the booth or compartment. Rive his name to the inspector 
in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, 
and pass out of the voting place. 
The voter, who declares to the presiding 


officer that he is unable to read, or that by any reason of physical disability 
he is unable to mark his b-.illot, can have the assistance of one or two 
election officers in the marking the same to be chosen by the voter, and if 
he declares that he is totally blind, he may be assisted by any person chosen 
by him from amonj? the legal voters of the city. 
The presiding officer may 


administer an-oath in his discretion as to such person's disability.
